Noel Coward’s 
tonight in the Littie Theat 
Curtain time is 8:30 p.m. The 
play will be presented again 
Saturday, March 16 and also on 
March 20, 21, 22 and 23. 

Gerard Larson, professor of 
drama and speech at SSC, is 
directing the play. Shirley 
O’Donnol has created costumes 
from the 1920's, lots of frills 
and uneven hemlines that become 
a part of the whole scene like 
Coward’s bone-dry short prose 
sentences, 

In 1933 Coward remarked that 
this play was a ‘‘great joy to 
amateurs, owing I suppose, tothe 
smaliness of its cast, the the fact 
that it has only one set. which 
must lead them, poor dears, to 
imagine that it is easy to act,’’ 

Coward said that such de- 
4sions were common to ama- 
teurs ail over the world, but he 
added that he would do nothing 
to discourage them, ‘‘...beyond 
the timorous suggestion that from 
the professional standpoint ‘Hay 
Fever’ is one of the most difficult 
plays te perform that I lave ever 
encountered,’

Has there been a metamorphosis in the peace effort? 
Or is the anti-war movement taking on Jeckel-Hyde ten- 
dencies? 

When Dow Chemical Company officials recruited at 
San Jose State earlier this week, they were met with little 
opposition and virtually no violence. There were plenty of 
demonstrators, counter-demonstrators and half-interested 
lookers-on, but something was missing. In short, the dem- 
onstration generated about as much excitement as a TV 
test pattern when compared to the ant’-war violence of 
late 1967. 

But the anti-Dow effort was far a a bust. The 
point was made---although counter-den.onstrators carried 
signs reading ‘Dow makes artificial kidneys,” etc.—anc 
the non-violent factions prevailed for a change. 

It is significant that many adamant anti-war profes- 
sors and students comprised much of the opposition to the 
protestors who had promised to provoke violence. One 
sophomore female student became hysterical trying to pro- 
voke some sort of incident, but most observers looked on in 
passive sympathy. 

What all this adds up tc ‘s an apparent change in 
anti-war philosophy of demonstration. People are begin- 
ning to realize that the violence, the hate and the sensa- 
tionalism, more than anything else, hurt the anti-war 
cause. But will all of this last? Will there be peace in 


in the peace effort, or is this just a period of recovery from 
the broken heads and crying eyes of December, 1967?

STUDENT POWER THWARTED 
A bill giving—and imposing upon—the California 
State College Presidents sole responsibility for activities on 
their campuses has been introduced by Senator James 
Whetmore of Garden Grove. 
The bill (SB 419) makes specific provisions for the 
appointment of state college presidents. 

Under the bill, each president is made responsible for 
all activities on his campus and is vested with the power 
and duty, unless relieved by a higher authority, to assume 
direct jurisdiction, supervision and control of any campus 
activities which result, or are apt to result, in public con- 
troversy likely to bring disrepute on the college. 

In addition, the bill prohibits the presidents from dele- 
gating final authority to any one, including students or 
groups or organizations of employees or students. 


The bill specifically provides that a college president, 
the chancellor of the colleges or the State Colleges’ Board 
of Trustees are not bound by the recommendations or 
advice of any student or employee group. 


PROGRAM FOR DISADVANTAGED STUDENTS 

A collegiate program for disadvantaged youth is pro- 
posed in Assembly Bill 606 by Assemblyman Frederick 
J. Bear of San Diego. 

The bill appropriates $50,000 each for fiscal 1968-9 
to two state college campuses for the operation of pilot 
programs to recruit, identify, and encourage disadvantaged 
persons to complete successfully their college education. 

Participating campuses are t. be selected by the State 
Cehege Trustees, who would a'so establish rules and regu- 
lations under which the programs would operate. San 
Diego State College is expected to be one of the two sites 
chosen if the bill becomes law. 


READING INSTRUCTION BILL 

A measure to increase teacher preparation require- 
rnents to include two semester hours of reading instruction 
(SB 459), has been introduced by Senator George Daniel- 
son of Los Angeles. 

The new requirement would apply to those preparing 
for the elementary teaching credential and would include 
instruction in use of the phonics metod. 

Teachers credentialed before the effective date of the 
act would be exempted from the requirement

‘The Hornet’s are a stronger 
track and field team than last 
year’’, says coach Harvey Roloff. 
“We will be an excellent dual 
meet team, with a lot of depth 
throughout the squad.’’ 

“A great deal of our strength 
lie in our sprinters.”’ 

The Hornets will have two 
returning lettermen on their 
roster of 220 yd. sprinters: 
Robert Prince and David Shaw. 
Charles Bell, a member of last 
season’s team who missed a good 
portion of the season with a 
muscle injury, will be back in 
action. Newcomers to SSC sprint- 
ing competition will be Adam 
Banks, a transfer from San Fran- 
cisco City College and Dan Mc- 
Clain, Fred Korge, a letterman 
of two years ago, will! also be 
back. 

440 STRONG 

In the 440 yard dash, the 
Hornets will come into the sea- 
son with a record of two con- 
secutive seventh place positions 
in the National NC AA meet tourn- 
ament. 

Returning 440 yd. sprinters 
will include Richard Harris, 
clocked at 48;2 in the NCAA meet 
and Dave Androtti, timed with at 
49:1 in the same meet. New to 
the team will be John Haeffner, 
who had a 49:0 clocking in Junior 
college competition, and also 
Greg Morris. 

The 880 yard event will feature 
Bob Cline, Valley Conference 
champion of 1967, whose lifetime 
best is a 152:9 but who has 
already run a 155:2 this year at 
San Jose, in a no-point practice 
meet. Following in the succes- 
sion of 880 yarders is Jeff Wells, 
who has a 153:8 best. Two fresh- 
men competing in competion are 
Dave Stuart and Lindsey Goins. 


FOX BACK 
Larry Fox, last year’s FWC 
champ, will lead the Hornets 
in the mile event, with his top 
time of 4:13:38. Another miler, 


George Gibbs, who, in Coach 
Roloff's words ‘‘has lots of ex- 
cellent potential’, has been 
clocked at 4:15. George Fred- 
ricks recorded hs best all-time 
low of 4:22 recently in San Jose. 
Completing the mile joggers is 
Tom Mitchell, whose best is 
4:21.0 but who “is being trained 
for the steeple chase event.”’ 

“The half-mile and the mile 
are in real good shape and will 
help our club tremendously dur- 
ing the year’’, says Koloff. 

Lee Ferrero, ‘‘an outstanding 
competitor’’, leads the team in 
the mile and also the 3000 meter 
steeple chase. Ferrero recently 
set new school records in each 
of the events with a 9:01 in the 
two mile and a 9:22 inthe steeple 
chase. Doug Vatt and Pat King 
are other two milers, who had 
very good times in San Jose.”’ 

Rounding out the two milers 
and steeple chasers are Kon 
Morris, Walt Jaquith, and Bruce 
MeNitt.

Tom Powell, co-holder of the 
school record of 14:6 in the highs 
will return with Jerry Burpo who 
did a 14:9 last year. Rod Vorris 
is also hurdling witha high school 
best of 14:7. 

In the intermediate hurdles, 
Burpo leads the team and the 
conference with his 53:0 in the 
440 yd. Dave Rueb and Rod Vorris 
will also be trying to help patch 
up the holes of the ‘‘weaker’’ 
hurdiing squad. 

The 440 yd. relay consists 
of Dave Shaw, Charles Bell, Adam 
Banks, and Robert Prince.

Model UN Conference Vetoes 


Admission of China in Assembly 


According to J, Michael Korff, 
conference director more than 
30 high schools from Sacramento 
the San Francisco Bay area and 


Central California participated 
in the day-long Model United 
Nations Conference at sacra- 


mento State College last Satur- 
day. 

Korff said that 68 member 
nations, out of a total of 123 
nations were represented in 
mock sessions of the General 
Assembly, the Security Council, 
and select UN committees. 

Some of the issues discussed 
at the Saturday session included 
the admission of Red China to 
the UN, disarmament, peace- 
keeping operations and questions 
of human rights. The students 
also considered the revision of 
the UN charter and the remain- 
ing colonies. 

After a day of debate, the 
student delegates adopted a num- 
ber of resolutions. 

From the Security Council 
came the resolution for an 
‘‘immediate action request’”’ that 
the United Arab Republic and 
Israel both withdraw to posi- 
tions one mile from the Suez 
Canal, so the waterway could 
be administered internationally. 

Also approved was a proposal 
introduced by Canada, calling 
for withdrawal of Israeli forces 
to positions they held January |, 
1967. 

The United States delegation 
abstained from the recommenda- 
tion that all aid to Israel be pro- 
hibited until its forces withdraw. 

In the Genera! Assembly, the 
students adopted inese resolu- 
tions: Portugal would withdraw

from its colonies in Africa and 
a literacy cu.paign be staged 
to prepare the colonies for self- 
government; all peace-keeping 
forces be selected by rotation 
with no countries omitted; coun- 
tries failing to pay their share 
of peace-keeping costs be denied 
a vote in the assembly until the 
share is paid. Also, such forces 
be available to aid non-member 
countries when requested, when 
there is a clear-cut case of ag- 
gression by outside forces. 

Korff noted « proposal that 
mainland China be admitted to 
the UN was defeated by a Na- 
tionalist Chinese veto, 

Korff also noted! that the model 
United Nations session admitted 
South Yemen into the UN. The 
formerly British possession, was 
well represented by an enthus- 
iastic, well-informed delegation. 

The high school delegates have 
been preparing for *he one-day 
conference since September. 

MUN was sponsored by the 
Sacramento State Collegiate 
Council for the United Nations, 
the Sacramento Area Council for 
the Unted Nations, the Sacra- 
mento Area Council for the Social 
Studies and the Sacramento Chap- 
ter of the United Nations Associa- 
tion of the Unted States. 

William A. Dillon, professor 
of government at SSC, was presi- 
dent of the General Assembly. 
Peter Shattuck, professor of 
his‘ory at SSC, was chairman 
of ive select committees. J. 
Patrick McBride, professor of 
government at SSC, was chairman 
of the political and security com- 
mittees. lary! Enos, professor 
of government at SSC, was chair- 
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man of the special political com- 
mittee, and Kit Oase, graduate 
student at SSC and former presi- 
dent of the ASSSC, was president 
of the Security Council, 

Korff is already planning the 
High School Model United Nations 
for next year. A project as large 
and as important as this one 
requires many volunteers to 
make it a success. Those per- 
sons who did not get an opportun- 
ity to participate this year will 
have an opportunity to work with 
the program in 1969. 

“A conference of this sort 
is really very important to these 
young people who participate in 
the MUN conference,’’ Korff said, 
‘It is an interaction of ideas and 
a time to work with people for 
a common good.’’ 


Rehabilitation 
Counseling 


In Offing 


Rehabilitation counseling is 
now being offered as a course at 
SSC, 

Prof. Forrest D, Baribeau, a 
recent addition to the faculty and 
the only full time professor in 
this field points to the availability 
of federal support as evidence of 
the government’s concern over 
the scarcity of vocational re- 
habilitation counselors.

talism. Lenin then concluded that 
they would only acquire it if it 
was brought to them. 

Gregor went on to say that 
Lenin felt the revolution would 
be made by a minority, a self- 
elected elite, in the name of the 
majority. Consequently, the rev- 
olution would take place in under- 
developed countries rather than 
in capitalistic countries. 

‘Revolutionary movements in 
the United States today,’’ Gregor 
said, ‘‘can’t justify their man- 
date.’”’ A group can be mobil- 
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ized. but the question is on what 
grounds? A man who mobilizes 
has a moral obligation to know 
what he’s saying. 

“Student revolutionartes,’’ 
Gregor continued ‘should 
realize the moral responsibili- 
ties they are assuming when 
they revolt. Are the people who 
lie down in front of troop trains 
ready to assume the responsi- 
bility of the lives of the soldiers 
who might die because the 
supplies are held up?’’ 

Moral obligations must be 
met by any revolutionaries, 
Gregor concluded, 


Honors Program 
Offers Seminar 


The great depression of 1929 
will be the subject of a course to 
be given by the College Honors 
Program at Sacramento State 
College during the 1968 summer 
session beginning June 17. 

Stephen Polkinghorn, pro- 
fessor of economics and Honors 
Program coordinator at SSC, will 
be the instructor of the seminar 
class, which is limited to 20 
people. The class will meet Mon- 
days and Wednesdays from 7 to 
9:50 p.m. in room 8 of the Col- 
lege Honors Center. 

The course is open to high 
school seniors who plan toattend 
SSC during the fall and also to 
students currently enrolled at the 
college. There is no prerequisite. 

The three-unit economics 
course will be concerned with 
the depression in relation to 
the history of the 1920’s and 
1930’s. Although emphasis will 
be placed on economic theory, 
the course wil! also deal with 
the major socia! and political 
events of the time, including 
the Florida rea! estate boom, 
the New Deal, and others.
